So far ns tlin ohickadeu is conoornod, 
I floo nothing whatever to wish dift'ur- 
ont; but tiru gisid to boliovo that, for 
my day anil l<>n<? after, liu will remain 
tho sumo unassuming- carcless-lieartod 
creatiiro that ho now i 3. If I may bo 
allowed the paradox, it would be too 
bad for him tochango, even for the bet- 
tor. But tho bluebird, who like the tit- 
mouse is hardly to bo ttceountod a mu- 
sician, does seem to ho somewhat 
blameworthy. Ouco in a whilo, it is 
truo, ho takes a porch and sings; but 
for tho most part ho is contented With 
a few simple notes, having no seiu- 
blaneo of a tune. Possibly ho consid- 
ers that his pure contralto voico (1 do 
not remomber ever to liavo heard from 
him any noto of soprauo, or oven of a 
mezzo-soprano quality) ought by itself 
to be a suilieiunt distinction; but I 
think it likelier that his slight attempt 
at music is only ono manifestation of 
tho habitual roscrve which, more than 
anything olso perhaps, may be said to 
characterize him. How differently he 
and tho robin impress us iu this par- 
ticular! Both tuko up their abodo in 
pur door-yards and orchnrds; tho bluo- 
bird goos so far, indeed, as to accopt 
our hospitality outright, building his 
nest in boxos put up for his accommo- 
dation, and making tho roofs of our 
houses his favorito perching stations. 
But, while the robin is noisily and 
jauntily familiar, tho bluebird "main- 
tains a dignified aloofness; coming and 
going about tho promises, but keeping 
his thoughts to himself, and never bo- 
coming ono of us savo by the more ac- 
cident of local proximity. Tho robin, 
again, loves to travel in largo Hocks, 
when household duties are over for tho 
soason; but although tho same has 
boon roportod of tho bluebird, 1 have 
nover mysolf seen such a thing, and am 
satisfied that, as a rule, this gentle 
spirit finds a family party of six or sev- 
en company enough. His roticoncc, as 
wo' che'e'rftilly' admit, is nothing to 
quarrel withj it is all well bred, and 
ilDt in the least unkindly; in fact, we 
like it, on tho whole, rather better than 
tho robin's portness and garrulity; but, 
nono tho loss, its natural consequence 
is that tho bird has small concern for 
musical display. When he sings, it is 
not to gain applause, but to express his 
affoction; and while, in ono aspect of 
tho easo, thoro is nothing out of tho 
way in this, — since his affection need 
not be tho loss deep and true because 
it is told in few words and with un- 
adorned phrase — yet, as I said to begin 
with, it is hard not to feel that tho 
world is boing defrauded, when for 
any reason, uowovor amiable, tho 
possessor of such a matchless voico has 
no ambition to make tho most of it. —

General Shields' SuflerliiKS. 



"Would you like to see tho mate to 
tho ball which passed through the Gen- 
eral in the Mexican M ar?" Mrs. Shields 
asked. In response lo an affirmative 
sho brought out a grape-shot, not like 
tho more modern messengers of de- 
struction, but a great iron ball with a 
deep, ragged fringe, showing rude 
casting. It measured full three inches 
in circumference. This was picked up 
on tho battle-liehl by an aid of General 
Scott's, who presented it to General 
Shields only a few years ago. The shot 
which struck the General nntored bo- 
low tho heart, passed through tho 
Ring aud oamo out under the shoulder 
blado. A surgeon on the Mexican side, 
who found him, took a silk handker- 
chief aud following tho course of tho 
wound drew it entirely through tho 
body. So certain were the medical 
men he could not recover that the of- 
fieial report sent on to Washington in- 
cluded Shields among tho dead. "Iu 
all the years of our married life," said 
Mrs. Shields, "1 don't think I ever 
know him to have ono whole night of 
sleep undisturbed by that wound. He 
would get up out of bed and walk tho 
floor by the hour. 'Ma,' he would 
often say to me, 'I know this will kill 
me,' and so it did. Tin; doctors had 
told mo to try and keep him at homo 
and quiet as ruuoh as possible, for that 
wound was liable to cause his death 
very suddenly, Ho was not a man to 
complain, and very few people knew 
what ho suffered — ho could stand so 
much. After he was wounded in the 
Mexican war, thoy wanted to cut his 
left arm oil'; it had begun to mortify. 
Ho told them no. Then thoy said that 
tho only thing that could possibly save 
him was to cut in anil scrape the bone. 
He told them to do it,' and wont 
through the operation without taking 
chloroform. In the last war his right 
arm and shoulder wen; badly iiurt^by 
fragments of a shell, and he had much 
trouble with them. Ho could never 
lio on that side. Vfou might think a 
man who had gone through such suf- 
ferings himself would get callous to- 
wards the feelings of others, but ho 
didn't. It was not once, but many " a 
time, I'vo seen him take a mouse that, 
had fallen into a basin of water and 
dry the Jjttlo thing carefully and lot it 
go, ho was so tonder-hourtod." — tit, 
Louis Q lobe- Democrat.

A New and Important 'IVsl-- 
flloi'c Power Generated Than 
the I n veil tor of the Mystery ^ 
Could Control. 

(Philadelphia Times) 

John W. Keely gave another exhibi- 
tion yesterday of the progress be has 
attained in the development and prac- 
tical utilization of vibratory forc38. 
liy a series of highly interesting experi- 
ments the inventor succeeded in 
thoroughly mystifying the wisest 
among a company of exceptionally in- 
telligent men. The exhibition was 
tendered as a compliment to Oharles I! 
Collier, counsel for the Keely Muter 
Company. A limited number of in- 
vitations had been addressed to gentle- 
men of recognized scientific attainments, 
and every available point of observu 
tion within the narrow limits of the 
little shop on North Twentieth street 
bad been appropriated by interested I 
spectators. 

Among the gentlemen who stood 
about watching the eccentric inventor's 
movements from behind huge castings 
and mysterious engines of the future 
were General Thomas T. Heath, of 
Cincinnati; Oaptiau Van ttood and 
Lieutenant Zalenski, of the Fifth 
United Stales Artillery; Captain 
Machaelis, of the Ordnance Depart 
ment of the United Status Army ; J . 1'. 
Davis, consulting engineer of the Oro- 
tou Aqueduct Company and vice- 
president of the Hell Telephone Com 
pan y; Messrs. A. S. Dead and George 
Doyle, of New York; John Ii. Wooten, 
of the Reading Railroad Company; 
Henry W. Spangler, engineer in tie 
United States Navy and assistant pro- 
fessorof dynamical engineering in the 
University of Pennsylvania; Professor 
Charles M. C rosso n, Dr. I >. V. Woods, 
VY. Burnett Levari and Messrs. Chas. 
K Collier antl George B. Collier of this 
city. 

THE GENERATOR INSULATED. 

Mr. Keely performed oue experiment 
that was new and significant. The 
mysterious generator, in which tin; in 
ventor claims to produce his etherie 
vapor by the disintegration of water, 
appeared from the first time perfectly I 
insulated from all its surroundings. I 
The bed-plate upon which it rests had j 
been lifted bodily from the floor and 
placed upon a pair of iron rollers on 
which Mr. Keely moved the whole] 
machine back and forth .so freely as to 
disprove the allegations of skeptical I 
theorists who have maintained that the 
curious intruraent was connoctotl with ! 
some motive power located else whore. 
When all the soldiers .professors mid 
doctors had poked canes under the \ 
generator and scrutinized its mechanism I 
to their hearts' content Mr. Keely prov- 
ed by blowing through it that it was 
perfectly empty. Then. he boldly took 
several swallows of Schuylkill water 
into his mouth, to the horror of Dr. 
Crosson, the chemist. Grasping a rub- 
ber tube connected with the small stand 
pipe of the generator, Mr. Keely inject 
(id the Schuylkill water from his mouth 
into the machine, and Dr. Cresson np 
peared relieved. The inventor turned 
several stopcocks, -made what he oalls 
an expulsion of vapor, and announced 
that the generator was charged for the 
entire work of the afternoon. 

With a turn of the wrist Mr. Keely 
next made an expulsion into it tube of 
drawn copper, which impinged upon 
the lower ond ol a l-inch piston set in 
a strong cylinder. A heavily weighted 
lever, with a multiplication of 15 to 1, 
pressed upon that of the piston. There 
was a momentary rush like the .sound 
of escaping steam and the lever with 
its ponderous weight jumped as though 
Hercules himself had stuck it. A little 
calculation made by Mr. Davis proved 
that, tin; turn of tin inventor's wrist, bad 
evolved and applied a dynamic or elas- 
tic force showing an energy of from 
15, 000 to 20, 000 pounlm to the square 
inch. Then Mr. Collier ami Lieiiten 
ant yialenskj climb id upon the the end 
of the ponderous bar anil added their 
weight to the lever's burden. Mr. Keely 
gave the piston another charge and the 
la wy or and tho lieu tenant wore sudden I v 
shot up among flu; rafters of the low 
coiling. 

"I am quite convinced that there i.s 
power here," kr'k! the lieutenant, as In; 
knocked the lents out of his hat and 
brushed the cobwebs from his mustache 
ami goatee. 

FIRING TIIK GUN, 

The inventor laughed, took another 
copper tube in his calloused lingers and 
connected the generator with his 
vibratory gun. Tin; rjun has boon 
greatly im) roved since its last exhibi- 
tion two week ago. Mr. Boeckol, 
Keely 's Teutonic Sancho I'mizi, has 
transferred it into a breechloader and 
turned it about, right, end foremost, 
upon its carriage. If i.s now a very 
respectable, though diminutive, piece 
of ordnance. Captain Michaelis, fin; 
ordnance expert, adjusted his eyeglass 
critically and pronounced the gun an 
excellent model. Thenjlie audhis fellow- 
officers discreetly sought refuge behind 
the gigantic resonators of Mr. Kpely's 
big engine and watched tin' firing as 
they lay in ambush. Seven leaden shots 
were driven through a pair of tlnce- 
inch henilock plankq placed a foot 



apart, ear hall drilling o, clean hole 
and flattening out against a steel plato 
behind the wooden targets. 

Captain Van Reed, who has endured 
all kinds of calumny and abuse at the 
hands of Ins fellow-officers because he 
invested a small fortune in Keely 
motor stock and persistently held it, 
scattered radiant smiles about him ami 
winked at Captain Michaelis and 
Lieutenant Zalenski with the air of a 
man who feels himself vindicated. Mr. 
Keely next curried a third tube through 
the llooring into the room above, where 
he connected it with his smaller vibra- 
tory engine. Considerable time was 
lost in soldering the joints, and several 
of the visitors became impatient and 
were getting into a heated discussion 
about the law of differential pistons, 
when somebody suggested that they 
take a lift lo exercise on the opposite 
corner. Vivo minutes after the party 
returned the engine was running 
smooth ly. 

A I11TH8TED TUBE. 
I »u I Mi'. Boockel had made a bad 
joint at one of the angles in the tubing 
and just n.s a wheel assumed a strong 
ami steady rotary motion there was a 
sharp oxploson anil an ominous sound 
of escaping vapor. The wheel stopped 
and the engine gave a lurch and ap- 
peared to stand on end. Captain 
Michaelis stopped aside so suddenly 
that he dropped his eye glasses and Mr. 
Boeckel threw up his arms instinctively. 
Mr. Keely simply turned tin; slop-cock 
and restored confidence by remarking: 
" The enormous pressure has bursted 
the copper tube at. the joint. 1 can't

I have generated too much power and 
if 1 turned iL on again it might tear the 
engine to pieces." 

No one asked him to turn it on again 
and he closed tin; exhibition with a 
very pretty experiment. A hollow 
sphere of brass, the interior of which 
was fitted with vibrators, was ho placed 
as lo permit its free rotation upon an 
iron axis. The frame supporting the 
axis was insulted on all sides by glass 
plates. One end of the axes touched a 

| piece of plateglass nearly an inch thick. 

! From the other surface of the glass 
plate a thin steel rod extended ten feet 
or more across the table. Placing him- 
self at the further mid of the rod, Mr. 
Keely took two large tuning forks, a 
resounding plate and a violin bow. 
With these he produced a .succession of 
sonorous wave's. 

.\1 UCIXU SOUND WAVES. 

The instant In; si ruck tho chord in 
harmony with I ho vibrators within the 
brass shell the vibratory waves were 
transmitted through the steel roil anil 
the plate pi ass. The axis ami the sphere 
upon it immediately began to rotnto 
slowly and then more rapidly, Bv 
simply striking tin; resounding plate, 
Mr. Keely varied the rotary speed of 
the sphere or stopped its motion at 
will 

"I will give any man a thousand 
dollars," said Mr. Keely, "who can pro- 
duce a rotary motion and a motive 
power such as I have obtained simply 
by the utilization of sonorous waves 
acting upon a sphere complete! v insnlat. 
ed." 

Captain Michaelis und others, who 
had read the recent articles in the 
Scientific American expressed their 
gratification and said they were con- 
vinced that these results, however ob- 
tained, were not produced by compress-

An Englishman arrived at the Lille 
station a few weeks ago, and was close- 
ly watched by two detectives, who fol- 
lowed him to a hotel and took rooms 
adjoining tin; one occupied" by him. 
Marly the next morning he hired a cab, 
and drove fit tt sharp pace through 
Lille. The detectives, who had been 
awake all night, followed, but could 
not keep up with the vehicle; but (hey 
did not mind, as they knew where their 
man was bound for. Every morning a 
large van leaves the prison containing 
two good-sized baskets of slippers and 
boots made by the prisoners. Shortly 
after 1 on this particular morning the 
two detectives with two of tin; secret 
police dressed as laborers were wait- 
ing near the Maison Cen train, when 
the doors opened and the van contain 
iug the basket g etc., came slowly out.

On reaching the 
end of the avenue of trees which leads 
to Lille, the stranger from tin; hotel 
(previously mentioned) rushed from 
the side of the road, stopped the vehicle, 
and cutting the strings of the basket, 
cried out : "You are saved! you an; 
sav»dl" "Ah! but you are not!" cried 
the detectives, who had themselves 
secreteil in the baskets, and who at 
once secured their prisoner; he in his 
turn was safely conveyed inside the 
jail. They are supposed to h.we been 
concerned in the great robbery of dia- 
monds in Paris. One of the warders 
lifts been arrested; ho was to have hail 
l'h'00 for his share in the escape; 2,000 
francs were found upon the English- 
man when searched. — Pall -Mall Ca- 
zette.

UJ'VX SEWUliAUlS. 

Qui' slightly esteemed morning contem- 
porary dismisses our proportion to nslc the 
legislature to allow the city to borrow $800,- 
000 for sewerage purposes \> itli the remark 
that The ColonLtt hus "gono sturk mud" 
over tLe question. < >nr contemporary may 
deem tbis mode of treating ii momentous 
matter, at a time when 'here are in our 
midst many cases of illness arising from 
imperfect sewerage, as exceedingly witty. 
No doubt be was amused with bis humor- 
ous allusion (the fool is said to make merry 
over his own folly ) ; but the good sense of 
the community will scarcely say that the 
present is a time for the perpetration of 
silly jokes oil a subject that so nearly affects 
the health and lives of tbis young city. 
"We have said thai the city should ask the 
legislature for authority to borrow $800,000 
for drainage purposes, lint we have not 
arbitrarily said that the work of purification 
would cost that sum. If the town can be 
made sweet, clean and wholesome for $3UU,- 
OIKl it would not be necessary to go to the 
extreme limit of the borrowing powers of 
the city to effect the object. Hut if it 
should be found to cost'SSOO.OOO who, save 
the editor of the Standard — whose hat 
covers his family — would be found to be- 
grudge it? When physicians report u large 
number of cases of illness resulting from 
bad drainage, and when in one day three 
funerals have taken place because of 
poisonous vapors from open drains and im- 
pure back premises, is not the time to pal- 
ter about the expenditure of a few hundred 
thousand dollars for sewerage purposes. 
To show the impossibility of raising a 
sullicient sum for drainage purposes our 
contemporary produces figures from the 
city assessment roll and says that the 
revenue would not stand the strain of a 
heavy loan. But he conveniently forgets 
that the present assessment mil was drawn 
about the time the DeCosmos-Walkem gov- 
ernment were in power. Everyone will re- 
member to what a low ebb values fell under 
that wretched administration; how property 
was unsaleable, and men refused to paint 
their houses or whitewash their fences, to 
say nothing of building even a woodshed. 
Well, times have happily changed since 
that era. Realestate has quadrupled in 
value ainco the passage of the oettieuieut 
Bill. Stately buildings now occupy the 
late sites of poor shanties and the popu- 
lation lias nearly doubled in two years and 
a half. All things have changed fos the 
better save and except the city assessment 
roll. That remains where it stood thirteen 
years ago. Property holders still continue 
to pay taxes on that poverty stricken 
basis. Is this just! is it fairthat people who 
have left the well regulated and perfectly 
drained cities of the east and came hero 
with their families to reside shall be mot 
with the information that although the 
population has more than doubled and the 
value of really has quadrupled the civic 
revenue remains the same us thirteen 
years ago, and that in consequence there 
are no funds to drain and sweeten the city/ 
Is it not a fact that many buck premises 
in the heart of the town are in a condition 
of foulness that threatens the lives and 
health of occupants'! And is it not an 
other fact that from the establishment of 
our contemporary, who so hotly opposes 
drainage because his taxes will bo in- 
creased, within a very brief space of time 
two men have boen carried out dead — 
poisoned by the exhalations of a water- 
closet ? What must be the moral bent of 
a man who, in the presence of the Grim 
Ulessenger, can perpetrate a stupid joke 
on the subject of sewerage ? Will the 
helpless families of the dead men appreci- 
ate the witticism I The great want of 
Victoria is a system of drainage. IJofore 
that want every other must lake a 
hack seat for the present. If the want 
can bo supplied for §:i()0,000 or $500,000, 
so much the better. lint if It should take 
the entire sum of §800,000, the sum 
would be cheap when weighed in the scale 
against public health and human life. No 
one expected large owners of filthy Chi 
neso tenements to submit to additional 
taxation without a murmur The filthier 
their premises the better the Chinese aro 
pleased; but wo scarcely looked for one of 
the class to resist the introduction of h 
general system of drainage through the 
columns of a newspaper. 

VICTORIA'S PROGRESS. 

To all old residents the present pros- 
perity of Victoria must be a subject of 
pride and thankfulness. There are many 
who have watched its growth from the 
time when it was an obscure trading post, 
far removed from the centres of civiliza- 
tion. When the gold excitement broke 
out there was a short period of feverish 
prosperity, but it was not the result of 
healthy growth, and the town suffered u 
severe relapse from which it took years to 
recover. For two years' past, however, 
there has been a gradual but constant im- 
provement. The change was lirst mani- 
fested by a few cautious improvements; 
people were afraid of startling the com- 
munity by attempting too much. But 
one encouraged another, and soon the re- 
sult was apparent; the place had awak- 
ened from its half sleepy condition, and 
all wore imbued with the desiro to ad- 
vance and improve. It was at this op- 
portune moment that the Northern Pa- 
cific railway was brought to our door, 
affording a means of ingress and egress so 
much needed. The beneficial* results of 
our direct communication with the east 
by rail have been apparent from the com- 
mencement As a cool breeze entering a 
heated room refreshes its occupants, so 
the new current from the east has invig- 
orated British Columbia, and especially 
Victoria. Now people with fresh ideas, 
fresh onergies and capital, and new goods 
havo completely revolutionized Victoria, 
so much so that a few old-fashioned peo- 
plo complain that they do not fuel at home 
now. They do not know half those they 
meet on the streets, and in busy sections 
they are constantly being jostled in the 
crowd. Well, we are sorry for those who 
look with an unfavorable eye on all inno- 
vations because they disturb the com- 
fortable, jog-trot life of former years; for 
our part, we hail with delight every sign 
of progress and improvement, and every 
emancipation from old-time prejudice; 
and wo welcome every new-comer, be he 
English, Canadian. American, or other 
nationality, if ho is an honest man, 
and one who will advance the interests of 
the country in any way whatever. We 
do not mean to insinuate that it is to 
strangers alono wecau look for its develop- 
ment, for our older citizens are giving am- 
ple ovidonce that thoy aro not lacking in 
enterprise, now that iivenuoswire opened 
in which it can be exercised. The number 
of sob'd improvements that have been 
made during the past two years are a credit 
to this once stationary oily

which once had to find thoir way to the 
crowded docks along the city front can 
now draw up beside the commodious outer 
wharf. Several new warehouses and 
wholesale buildings have been erected, 
while Government street, owing to the 
number of improvements that have been 
made, has assumed an entirely changed 
appearance. In other parts of the city 
the now buildings aro too numerous to 
mention. The Union Club will be an 
ornament to Douglas street, aod the pro- 
jected theatre, soon to be begun, will be 
the handsomest building in tho uity. 
Several really magnificent mansions have 
been erected by wealthy citizens, and 
others more or lens hnndscme and sub- 
stantial havo been and are being built in 
all sections of tho city. These are tang- 
ible proofs of Victoria's progress. Thoy 
aro signs that business has greatly in- 
creased and that our population is increas- 
ing also. The future is bright. The coin- 
ing spring is to see many new enterprises 
launched. Rumors are afloat of several 
building projects, and at no distant day 
wo may oxpeet to see Government street 
as far as the bridge lined with handsome 
business structures The advent of the 
lirst through train on the Canadian Pacific 
will find us a flourishing city ready to grow 
and thrive under the stimulus of increased 
communication with tho world. In situa- 
tion and climate we are eminently blessed, 
and everything bids fair for Victoria be- 
coming "the greatest city in the Domin 
ion," to borrow the forecast of an eminent 
Ottawa otlicial. 



PUBLIC MORALS. 

Wo believe that the Times has misre- 
ported the provincial secretary's remarks 
at Monday's meeting of the Young Men's 
Christian Association. We know of no 
condition of things such as is therein rep- 
resented. It is imt true that a lady can- 
not venture on the streets alone without 
being subjected to insult. Scores of 
ladies shop till long after dark every even 
ing, or wend their way through the sub- 
urbs unattended, and who can mention a 
single instance of an insult being offered f 
Nor is it true that there "never was a 
city where there aro so many brazen- 
faced people as on tho streets of Victoria." 
There are, it is true, bad houses; there are 
too many drinking saloons; there aro a 
largo number of opium dens, patronized 
almost exclusively by Chinese; and there 
aro gambling dens. But is there a 
place in this wide, sinful world 
where vice does not jostle virtue 1 
And there is no place in this province 
where tho same vices are not practiced to 
a greater or less extent I Anil how loll", 
ago is it that the mayor of New Westmin- 
ster resignod because the city council 
would not sustain him in an ellort to sup- 
press a had house I Victoria is no better 
and no worse than seaport towns every 
where. As evidence that tho vast ma- 
jority of her people are virtuously in- 
clined, wo point to the large number of 
churches in our midst and the numerous- 
ly attended meeting ot .Monday night. 
The recent articles in tho Times were 
overdrawn. They denounced vices that 
are the exception, not the rule, and they 
stated tilings that are absolutely untrue. 
These were the articles the provincial sec- 
retary referred to on Monday night, when 
ho stated that he did not think matters 
were as black as they were painted. We 
must again express the belief that the 
Times has mis re ported the speech and en- 
deavored to make it, like its own articles, 
prurient and sensational. Everyone 
knows that there is much room lor refor 
mation in Victoria, and that is the reason 
the formation of a Young Men's Christian 
Association has been so generously hailed; 
but to hold the whole community up as 
the natrons of vice is to libel it.

ENGLAND. 

London, Nov. 10.— At the lord mayor's 
banquet at Guildhall, to-night, Lord North- 
brook, late high commissioner to Egypt, 
Marquis of Ilartingten, secretary of state, 
ami Sir John A. Macdonald, premier of 
i anada, were presuut. in iiqiiyiu^ lu a 
toast to the cabinet, Granville, secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, stated that although 
both Prance and China, at different times, 
wore willing to accept mediation through 
Kngland, they had not been simultaneous 
in their prepositions. He expressed the 
hope that in the event of a failure of Eng- 
land's mediation between these countries, 
they would find some neutral power to in- 
tervene. In referring to the forthcoming 
congress at Berlin, Granville said Kngland 
entertained no jealousy of Germany's 
scheme of colonizing that country, especi- 
ally if accompanied by freedom of naviga- 
tion and commerce. In relation to matters 
before parliament, Granville stated that it 
was simply impossible for the government 
to produce a redistribution of hills for the 
consideration of the commons until thoy 
knew what the conservatives desired. 

London, Nov. 11. — lu the commons to- 
day the l'arnellites voted with the conser- 
vatives respecting Stanley's amendment to 
the franchise bill, providing that the hill 
shall not go into operation until the schema 
of redistribution shall have been adopted. 
Tin' question upon the third reading of the 
franchise bill will be taken up on Tuesday, 
and the bill will probably go to tho house 
of lords on Thursday.

•HE ANTILLES AND CANADA. 



Tin- Proposed Aiinexatioii- 
Wcaltli ol l lie West IihIm's. 

The journey to England lately tin 
durtaken by 8ir John Macdonald, Lhe 
Canadian Premier, i.s thought to have 
for its chief object energetic action 
with a view to the speedy annexation 
of flu; British West India Islands to 
the Dominion, find Lord Derby, Sec 
rotary for the Colonies, is said to have 
withdrawn his opposition to ill* scheme, 
and to have expressed a willingness to 
consent to tin; measure. The aequisi 
tion of the islands would add material- 
ly to the population and resources of 
the Dominion. In 1881 the Canadian 
Provinces contained 4,350,000 inlmbi 
Ian ts, whilst the British West Indies, 
including the Bahamas and Ber 
raudas, had about 1,250,000. tn 1.S78 
Jamaica alone had 558,000 souls, ami 
three years afterwards Barbadoea was 
credited with 171,000, and Trinidad 
with more than 150,000; altogether, 
tho fresh accession of population would 
be about equivalent to that of the 
Province of Quebec 

Of the present productions of the 
principal islands no statistics arc ac- 
cessible to us. but they can be inferred 
from figures covering the years 1805 
to LS79. During this period w the aver- 
age annual valuation of imports into 
Jamaica wus §C,735,000, against S'i, 
790,000 of exports. Barbadoes import- 
ed goods to the value of §5,115,000, 
and its exports were appraised at 
6(1, 29;"), 000. The exports of Trinidad, 
the most productive and self-sustaining 
of all the islands, were valued at $11,- 
:5-J5,00Oand its imports at $1 1,1 15,000. 
The islands of St. Lucia. Antigua 
Granada also exported goods to the 
value of $3,135,000, while the .smaller 
islands added considerably to the total 
volume of trade. This amounted for 
all to .$31,300,000 of exports, against 
a trifle less than §29,000,000 of im- 
ports, ami while the revenue amounted 
to SG, 850, 000, the outlay was only 
80,620,000; while during only a part 
of the period the expenditure of the 
Dominion itself exceded its 'income by 
nearly 88,000,000. 

Should the proposed annexation take 
place the Canadian tariff, which taxes 
imports from Great Britain for the 
benefit of the colonial revenue, would, 
of course, bo extended to the new ter- 
ritory, and the consequent inco 

would more than offset Lhe cost of pro- 
tecting the islands against internal 
disorders, now borne by tho British 
Government. Representatives from the 
Antilles would take their seats in the 
Parliament of Ottawa, and an effort 
would, doubtless, be soon made to re- 
vise the tariff with this country, with a 
view to obtaining free markets here for 
sugar, tobacco and other West Indian 
products.— Rural New Yorker. 



FRANCE. 

Paris, Nov. 11. — Eighty-three deaths 
from cholera m Paris yesterday, including 
those which occurred in the hospitals. 
One hundred and nineteen cases were ad- 
mitted to the hospital yesterday. Total 
number of new cases and under treatment 
in the hospitals, 100. Between midnight 
and noon to-day there wore .i| fresh 
cases and 13 deaths outside of hospitals. 
The epidemic is still confined to the un- 
healthy quarter of the city. 

Paris, Nov. 11. — Up to noon to-day 
there were 30 deaths from cholera, in- 
cluding those in the hospitals. 

Victor Guychard, senior member of the 
chamber of deputies, died to day, wdiilo 
conversing with his colleagues at the 
Palais Bourbon, lie was aged thirty-oiio. 

CHINA. 

Su.vxcihai, Nov. 11. — Two Chinese 
ironclad cruisers are preparing to leave 
here, for the purpose of attempting to 
force the French blockade of the Island 
of Formosa. The Chinese havo bought 
nearly lhe whole stock of English coal at 
Shanghai. 

HOLLAND. 
Tun Hague, Nov. 11.— Tho Dutch 
Colonial lianks are in difficulty. Owing 
to the great depression in trade shares in 
tho Dutch Indian and Colonial lianks 
have fallen from 10 to 10 per cent. Efforts 
are Uuw being hiade to prevent a financial 
erisis, through closing the sugar factories, 
which are connected with the Dutch In 
dian Bank. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Nov. 11.— In the commons 
to-day the franchise bill passed the third 
reading without division. Luring the de- 
bate Goschon expressed regret that the 
conservatives have been inlluonced by the 
conservative success at Warwickshire to 
persist in their opposition to the franchise 
bill. As long as the conservatives con- 
tinue their attitude ill regard to Glad- 
stone's proposal tho government would be 
unable to introduce the redistribution bill. 
Gladstone reminded the opposition that 
Sir Robert I 'eel's refusal to compromise 
on the reform question resulted in the 
humiliation of the lords. If they wore 
not. destined to have peace tho govern- 
ment, at any rate, would leave on record 
they desired peace. (Liberal cheers ) Sir 
Richard Gross, conservative, replying 
in behalf of the opposition said, the gov- 
ernment miisl proceed on their own re- 
sponsibility. 

London, Nov. 11. — The annual wool 
sales were resumed to day. There was a 
good attendance, but sales were not ac-

Santiago de Cut i.i, Nov. 10 —News 
from the south indicates that there is 
groat progress in the construction of now 
railways. More than 2,000 men aro em- 
ployed. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Nov. 11. — Another attack was 
made by the rebels on Suakim last night, 
which was promptly repulsed, and tho 
Egyptian cavalry is now in pursuit of lhe 
(lying enemy. 

BELGIUM. 
Brussels, Nov. 11. — The senate to-day 
elected Baron Donethan president The 
baron urged upon senators the necessity 
of enforcing respect for the ruling consti- 
tutional monarchy and existing institu- 
tions of tho country. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
Cauui,, Nov. li. — The inhabitants of 
Karabagh have revolted, killed tho gover- 
nor and pillaged tho village. Many Ar- 
menians lied for refuge into Russian terri- 
tory.

EASTERN STATES. 
Nkw York, Nov. 11.— (midnight)— 
Up to this hour tho result of the ballot 
for presidential electors has been de- 
clared in 33 of 00 counties in this state. 
Last previous reports of comity elorks 
showed the democratic plurality to bo 
1,280. To day's canvass shows a not loss 
to Blaine of 1,000. The remaining 27 
counties, with two exceptions, have re- 
ported progress, and will for tho moat 
part give tho result of this canvass to- 
morrow. Several counties which do not 
to-day complete their official canvass, re- 
ported that there was no reason to believe 
that when completed the ligurea would 
show any change from those already 
given . 

General John Knapp, (republican), 
from Auburn, said he believed tho official 
canvass would make no material change 
in the published returns. "If there is 
any hitch," said he, "it will bo in Now 
York and Kings county. Up in the 
country the people knew 24 hours after 
tho closing of the polls what tho result 
was. 1 think it is a Buro thing." The 
official canvass of Kings county showed 
Cleveland to have 1-1,220 majority. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Nov. 11. — Tho air to-night is 
cooler, with a sharp frosty breeze. The 
majority of English and American visitors 
are leaving the city. French government 
officials aro sending thoir families into tho 
country. 

A doctor swallowed pills made from the 
vomit of a deceased person, which pro- 
duced ii" deletrious effect upon (he phy- 
sician, (bus showing that the vomit of 
cholera patients is not infectious. 

Paris, Nov. 11.- It is supposed that the 
cholera was introduced into Paris by an in- 
mate of lb.- Kreitung asylum who returned 
thither recently from a holiday excursion, 
fifty-lour deal lis occurred at the asylum. 
The mortality has been greater among males 
than females. The asylum has '250 inmates. 
Tin: surrounding district is healthy. The 
nuns fearlessly attend patients in lhe 
asylum. The chapel has been converted 
into a cholera ward, and the troops are re- 
moviug t" barracks outside of the town. 

CHINA. 

London, Nov. 11.— The Foo Chow cor- 
respondent of the Times statu that tho 
situation there is unchanged. The stop- 
page of business by hostilities is causing 
widespread distress among the lower 
classes of Chinese. '1 ho tea season is 
finished and, consequently, the loss to 
Europeans is less than to the natives. 
The Chinese government is demanding 
more money, and the people are unwilling 
to contribute. There are frequent dis- 
putes between the soldiers and people. 
The south channel entrance is blocked, 
and ships are obliged to pass Ivai Poi 
port, which is completely fortified. The 
Chinese havo imported largo numbers of 
torpedoes through Hongkong, and aro 
preparing to sink them in the river. 

London, Nov. 11.— The Standard's Ber- 
lin correspondent says China will not con- 
sent to even temporary occupation of For- 
mosa.

WOMEN AS JURORS. 

Two of Tlicm Refuse to lie 
€oeiee<l 

AND AltE THREATENED BY 
THE MEN JUKOKS! 

The Post-Intelligencer of yesterday con- 
tains tho following from two women who 
sat as jurors on the Lone Fisherman smug- 
gling ease ami "uyice-il tO ilisSgrtc" With 

the majority: — 

To Our Felloie Citizens:— We aro con- 
strained to give this open statement to vin- 
dicate our integrity, disinterestedness ami 
conscientiousness, as a shadow of reflection 
and doubt has been implied on the same, 
and an explanation being asked of us re- 
peatedly, it is our duty to give the plain 
facts in the interest of justice ami truth, 
and all who read may be judges of the same. 
To be brief and to the point : 

We were jurors on the smuggling case of 
the Lone Fisherman. When chosen, we 
had no knowledge of the ease, no interest 
in the parties concerned, never having seen 
the' principals. It was prosecuted with 
much vigor, and everything brought to bear 
to secure conviction. The first intimation 
that there was to be a conflict was when the 
testimony was all in for the prosecution, 
and Mr. Haines hail opened for the defense 
as to what ho should show for the defense. 
As we left tile court room for the night, mi 
the stairs going down one of tho jurors 
said, "They will not get oil'. I will hang 
the jury forty-eight hours first," implying 
that their defence would be of 11 . avail In 
him. Owv near him told hini lo keep still, 
as some cine would hear him. 

W hen the ease was called and the jury 
gone to their room to decide, the tirsl bal- 
lot gave eight for guilty and four for not 
guilty, these four being Ames, Ludlow, 
Wood and Kidd. On the next ballot .Mis. 
Ludlow, seeing herself ill the minority, 
changed to tho majority, Perceiving thai 
things had come to a standstill, Mrs. Lud- 
low gave ns a lecturing discourse, winding 
up with saying: "Now we will advise iviih 
our brothers and bo guided by their judg- 
ment, as they have more experience and are 
better informed and can show iih the right." 
To this Mrs. Kidd immediately replied thai 
she was capable of judging and declaring 
for herselt and should not look to the .ln : - 
tum of the men; thou slating how her eon 
elusions were made, via : Thai when the 
testimony was all in and that part of the 
ease finished, which was Saturday night, 
the thro? days intervening of the intermis- 
sion of the court had been all occupied in 
reviewing and weighing the testimony of tho 
ease all to herself, and her mind was made 
up. This brought out the charges ul ille- 
gality, contempt and fraud, Mr. .rones say- 
ing that a juror had uo right to an opinion 
until the judge's charge was given to them. 
To this she replied: "I know what il 
necessarily must be, the law has been read 
to us often enough." lint Ibis aet of think- 
ing for oneself was the occasion of threats 
of being reported, punished, complained of, 
which were carried out. Then Mrs. Ludlow 
made the liberal remark that it was too 
weighty a charge and too responsible a posi- 
tion for women lo have, ami she hoped it 
would bo the last time women would be on 
juries. 

We gave as our reasons for not agreeing 
with the majority, " That the prosecution 
did not establish clear proof; that, it was 
circumstantial and based on suspicion; but 
.me boy testified to its being the Lone 
Fisherman, and that was unsatisfactory, 
especially as ho failed to identify persons 
or tho boat." Others might stretch their 
conscience to convict on that kind of testi- 
mony, but we could not bo so clastic on 
such llimsy testimony. 

After supper Mrs. Ludlow brought in 
a bed from the clerk's office, arranged it i 
on chairs and slept the balance of tho 
night, Mrs. Curtis resting beside her. 
While wo two wero engaged looking at tho 
pictures Mr. Judd come between us and ! 
said, "That unless we found guilty our 
action would be resented by the people; 
the franchise would be taken from us, anil 
we should not sit on any more juries." , 
To this Mrs. Kidd indignantly replied 
that she was above such force and cn- I 
ercion. In reply ho said "sho thought [ 
more of herself than others thought of 
her." In my replying Mr. Jones chimed 
in, "That she would lind herself injured," 
in manner implying he would attend to it 
and see that she was. 

In the morning Mr. Jones said to Mrs. 
Wood she ought to be ashamed of herself 
to hold an opinion against tun of them; 
and Mrs. Ludlow told her it would be 
said she was bribed. This quite alarmed 
her, even to havo the shadow of a sos 
picion cast on her. In the morning it was 
seen that some one of the men had writ- 
ten on the wall over our heads w here we 
had sat, "Def ran dors; we are tired of the 
women. " 

Such being the ptincipa) fads, we stale 
them. In regard to the threats of being 
reported and suspicioned of dishonesty, 
subsequent incidents in the coiirt-iooin 
showed these were acted out. It was a 
plain open challenge to that effect, and 
cast a reflection on our right of opinion, 
and judgment as jurors. 

We wish to say something as lo the per- 
emptory challenge, the excuse given for 
discharging us. [low did the judge know 
it would be so — that we would be chal- 
lenged on all future cases/ As we under- 
stand it, the lawyers de tho challenging, 
and unless they had united against us, he 
must have told an untruth. We were 
never challenged on any case we were 
called on, and Airs. Kidd sat on eight and 
Mrs. Wood six or seven cases passed upon. 

Mrs. Ludlow said to Mis. Wood: "We 
ladies ought not to stand out. against the 
opinion of the gentlemen. They are more 
experienced, and we ought to do as they 
say. Besides, you are injuring the cause 
of woman's rights." Mrs. Wood said: 
"What has woman's rights lo do wilh this 
case / We aro here to decide w hether this 
man is guilty or not." No ono swore 
positively that Mr. Willey was tho man; 
it was too dark to fully identify him; that 
it looked like him; while, on the other 
hand, Mr. Murphy swore positively that 
It Wits Hot Mr. Willey, and that the boat 
was not the Lone Fisherman, which cer- 
tainly created a doubt in our minds, and 
since Mr. Murphy has been fully and 
clearly acquitted by a jury of twelve, 
shows we wero right in our convictions. 

Mr. Jones was very domineering and 
dictatorial, shaking his fingers in Mrs. 
Wood's f.^co and saying: "Yououghtto bo 
ashamed of yourself to hold out against 
ten of us." Ai.mika Kidd,

Drinking Ceremonies. 

[Ijondnn Brewers' Guardian.] 
The custom of touching glasses prior to 
drinking healths is very common in Eng- 
land and many other countries, and espe- 
cially in Germany. It is curious . : trace 
how this custom" has prevailed, and ttill 
exists, even among savage tribes. To 
drink out of the same cup and to cat oil' 
the same plate, was one of the ways in 
which the ancients celebrated a marriage, 
and the wedding feast continues to be not 
the least important of the marriage cere- 
monies to the present day. 

The Indians of Brazil retain a custom of 
drinking together a little brand)- as u sign 
that the marriage is concluded. In China 
similar customs arc met with. In the 
medieval banquets of Germany it was the 
custom to puss a "loving cup 1 ' from hand 
to hand, but this gradually necessitated that 
the cup should be of enormous size, and 
thus smaller cups or glasses were adopted, 
and the old custom was conformed to by 
the drinkers touching their glasses before 
'drinking. 

The ceremony attending the passing and 
drinking out of the "loving cup." as 
practiced at our great city festivals and at 
some of our college halls, is said to have 
arisen from the assassination of King lid- 
ward. It was then the custom among the 
Anglo-Saxons to pass round a large cup, 
from which each guest drank, he who 
thus drank stood up, and as he lifted the 
cup with both hands his body was ex- 
posed without an)' defence to a 
blow, and the occasion was often seized by 
an enemy to murder him. To prevent 
this the following plan was adopted: 
When one of the company stood up to 
drink, he required the companion who sat 
next to him to he his pledgi — that is, to be 
responsible for protecting him against any- 
body who should attempt to lake ad- 
vantage of his defenseless position; this 
companion stood up also, and raised bis 
drawn sword in his hand to defend the 
drinker while drinking. 

This practice, in a somewhat altered 
form, continued long after the condition 
of society had ceased k. require it. and 
was the origin 'of the modern practice of 
pledging i. drinking. In tlriisking I ron, 
the "loving cup" as now practiced, each 
person rises ami takes the cup in his hand 
to drink, and at the same time the person 
seated next to him rises also, and when 
the latter takes the cup in his turn, the in- 
dividual next to him dues the same.

Some, I-'actH About Peppermint, 

[Scientific American.] 
It ma}' not be generally known, but il 
is nevertheless the fact, that the United 
States is the leading producer of pepper 
mint anil peppermint oil in the world. Il 
is principally grown in the stale of Michi- 
gan and in Wayne county, New "l in k. 
Our production of the oil in 1S7S reached 
as high as 150,000 pounds, but in 188!i the 
yield was computed at not more than 
il/3,000 pounds. Tilis year a larger 
acreage has been planted, but 
prices have advanced on account of 
the decreased stocks. The usual annual 
consumption of the world is about 100,000 
pounds, but it is expected there will be a 
considerable increase this year, as also in 
other essential oils, on account of appre- 
hension of cholera. Peppermint is grown 
to best advantage in good garden soils, but 
requires an abundance of moisture. An 
acre will grow plants enough to yield from 
eight to fifteen pounds of oil, according to 
i the age of the plant and the locality, mid 
I the price is from $tt.'Z~> to $8.75 a pound.

small quantities by many farmers.
